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EPCOR wants to be our drain brain; 
critics see no advantage to change 


THE UNIVERSITY OF ALBERTA’S PARK 
land Institute has released a study 
that says EPCOR’s efforts to add 
water drainage to its roster of munic- 
ipal services could have negative 
consequences for Edmonton resi- 
dents. 

The study, released on September 
15, argues that handing over 
drainage control to EPCOR would 
reduce the utility’s transparency and 
accountability to the public. Addi- 
tionally, Diana Gibson, the study's 
author, says that the transfer would 
wipe out democratic control over the 
utility. 

“Asa citizen right now, you can 
call your MLA, you can speak toa 
ward councilor, you can speak to 
people within the works committee 
or the drainage department, so there 
are a lot of ways currently that a citi- 
zen with a problem can access the 
municipal council,” she said. “These 
avenues of access would be gone if 
EPCOR ran the system.” 

If drainage were to come under 
EPCOR’s control, Gibson says that 
the department would no longer be 
covered by the Freedom Of Informa- 
tion Act and anyone with a burning

desire to investigate drainage using 
the Act would be out of luck. 

EPCOR, which currently controls 
Edmonton's electricity, natural gas, 
and water utilities, says that combin- 
ing water and drainage would 
improve service, reduce costs, and, 
spokesperson Martin Kennedy 
argues, allow for better environmen- 
tal protections. 

“When you run water and 
drainage asa single system, it’s a 
better way to protect the water sup- 
ply. It’s a better way to manage 
water,” he said. 

Kennedy also refuted Gibson's 
claim that EPCOR’s utilities are 
unaccountable and undemocratic 

“The city has an incredibly 
detailed water bylaw. All we do is 
provide service according to their 
bylaw,” he said. 

EPCOR delivered a report, pre- 
pared by PricewaterhouseCoopers, 
toa city council meeting on Septem- 
ber 13, which it used to boost its case 
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PLAYING 
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for taking over drainage. However, 
the report didn’t conclude that trans- 
ferring the utility to ERCOR would 
offer better service to citizens. 

On page 9, the report says 
“{Wyhile the advantages of Model #1 
[giving drainage to EPCOR] that are 

srimarily financial appear to out- 
weigh the disadvantages that are 
primarily transitional and relation- 
ship oriented, we have not reached a 
conclusion as to whether Model #1 
provides a net advantage to the Sta- 
tus Quo.” 

While the study couldn’t say 
whether or not drainage service 
would be improved, the only clear 
benefit appeared to be larger finan- 
cial returns for EPCOR and its share- 
holder, the municipal government. 
However, Gibson says that these 
financial projections have been 
called into question. 

“City staff have responded to the 
PW report and have major concerns 
with the financial projections,” she 
said. “They say parts of it are inflat- 
ed by over $50 million.” 

According to Gibson, the efficien- 
cies EPCOR claims it will gain by 
merging water and drainage won't 
happen because the labour and 
departmental costs will still exist. 
Kennedy confirmed that the depart- 
ment’s staff would be kept on in the 
event of a transfer to EPCOR.

Follow the yellow trick code 


Are you being tracked through secret printer dots? 


FOR YEARS, GOVERNMENTS ALL OVER 
the world have secretly been collab- 
orating with the high-end colour 
laser printer industry in order to 
track the origin of every colour copy 
made. They re doing it by program- 
ming the printers to create specific 
patterns of yellow dots—dots not 
visibie to the naked eye—on every 
copy. These dot patterns are codes 
for the serial number, the make of 
the printer, and possibly even the 
time and date when the print was 
made. By cross-checking this infor- 
mation with printer company data- 
bases of people who have purchased 
the printers, federal agents can fig- 
ure out who made a given colour 
copy (of, say, an antiwar rally flyer) 
when 

No, really 

Xerox has openly admitted that it 
shares its customer lists with the US 
Secret Service, if asked to. And both 
the US Secret Service and the Dutch 
government told PC World ina 
recent article that they asked printer 
companies to create the yellow dot 
patterns to help law enforcement 
track down counterfeiting suspects. 
Because colour laser copies are so 
good, counterfeiters frequently use 
them to create fake money, as well 


and 


how the laser printer companies 
generate their lists of purchasers 
associated with specific printer serial 
numbers. 


CONNECT THE DOTS 

Robert Lee, a computer science stu- 
dent, spent the summer after graduat- 
ing from Yale researching these yel- 
low printer dots, trying to figure out 
which companies were using them 
and what they might mean. My 
coworkers at the Electronic Frontier 
Foundation (EFF) helped him along, 
giving legal and technical pointers 
along the way. The result of two 
months spent peering at colour laser 
copies with a blue LED was the dis- 
covery that only one model in his 
study doesn’t use the yellow dots: the 
Xerox TekTronix Phaser 7700. But 
most other Xerox models do, as do all 
the ones he tested by Canon and 
Toshiba. 

Because so little is known about 
what the yellow dots mean (aside 
from containing the make and serial 
number) and how governments are 
using them, many disturbing ques- 
tions arise. For example, how do we 
know they’re only using these printer 
marks to track counterfeiters? What if 
they’re also tracking people who copy

as fake train tickets and. other valu- 
able items. 

Right now, this tracking system 
works because most people don’t 
know about it, and you can only see 
the yellow dots if you look at the 
paper under a blue light (to high- 
light the yellow). Generally, you 
need a magnifying glass or a weak 
microscope too. It also works 
because colour laser printers are 
high-end enough that most people 
buy them using credit cards. That's 





what they think are anonymous politi- 
cal flyers or pamphlets? Or people 
who post flyers announcing meetings 
of Muslim groups? 

One of the fundamental ways the 
First Amendment works is by protect- 
ing anonymous free speech. These 
dots undermine your ability to make 
a colour copy anonymously. The gov- 
emment can most likely track the doc- 
ument back to you. Even if you pay 
cash for your colour printouts at 
Kinko's, your purchase or visit to the

Darbasie says she’s definitely set- 
ting out to uncover the too-long 
obscured pioneer reality of the black 
community in Alberta.

er—the Alberta premiere of Silence. 

This play by Moira Buffini—a 
work that debuted in 1999—1takes an 
epic jab at articulating the world of 
turn-of-the-first-millennium Eng- 
land, albeit filtered through our own 
millennial-flavoured fears and anxi- 
eties. “Epic” describes all aspects of 
the sublimely rendered and fully 
articulated production, from the 
ambitious alleyway of a set to play- 


The aim of this hybrid presenta- 
tion and language is a powerful tex- 
tual stance that’s all about the two- 
way deconstruction of gender and 
class roles, as well as a meditation on 
the construction and deployment of 
religion/ faith. 

This postmodern discourse ends 
up being both a total joy to behold 
(allowing the cast to go way over the 
top, firing at all semiotic targets with 
both barrels) and—ironically, given 
how funny and engaged the show 
is—a bit tiresome. The play is unfor- 
tunately long and the copious ideas 
all get pounded into the ground, 
which can be a bit much, not to men- 
tion intellectually distancing, which 
ends up working against the play’s 
larger themes by obscuring other- 
wise hard-hitting didactic punches.

KMFDM RINGLEADER SASHA KONIET- 
zko is a soft-spoken luminary of 
industrial rock. He talks with a grace 
and poise that is typically German, 
weighing his words carefully as we 
discuss the band’s new release, Hau 
Ruck. 

It’s been less than two years since 
their previous work, WWIII, took 
them on an extensive tour of Canada 
and the United States. Captain K, as he 
is also known, had promised Canadi- 
an fans that KMFDM would retum 
for live performances within 365 days, 
leaving them less than half-a-year to 
complete their new self-produced 
record—long-time producer Chris 
Shepard has been discarded on Hau 
Ruck. 

KMFDM’s two main songwniters, 
Konietzko: and singer Lucia Cifarelli, 
explained the motivations behind Hau 
Ruck (their 17th full-length release, if 
we include a few live recordings), the 
evolution of the band, and the perils of 
living in the United States of America. 


What prompted the decision to go 
ahead and make another album so 
soon? 

Konietzko: We had just got off tour in 
late December. We came home and 
figured, “now is the time to make an 
album because we wanted to be on 
the road by the fall of 2005.” Actually, 
we didn’t have all that much time. We 
only had about six months, very 
focused—we went straight to work 
and managed to get it done- 


Would you say the approach to Hau 
Ruck was different than with 
wwir 

Konietzko: It was very different. The 
name Hau Ruck inGerman means 
“heave-ho” ina roll-up-your-sleeves 
and get-to-work kinda sense. It’s pre- 
cisely what we did. We rolled up our 
sleeves, put our heads to it and just let 
it rip. 


There was a lot of anger against the 
government in WWII. On Hau 
Ruck, it doesn’t seem toned down, 
but there is an added Orwellian twist 
instead. 

Konietzko: That also has to do with 


the title Hau Ruck. It's fine to assess the 
status as being fucked beyond all 
repairs, but what are you going to do 
about it? 


Do you really think that things are 
fucked up beyond repair? 
Konietzko: In this country, it’s very 
fucked up. [Future] generations will 
have to deal with the aftermath of 
what this blundering idiot is doing. A 
couple of years ago, things looked 
retty nice here in the United States. 
The economy was good. There was a 
lot of money in the coffers. We had a 
funny President that did sex games in 
his office. It was quite entertaining. 
[Bush]—as was predictable—was 
going to start war-games but, to the 
extent that it’s been going on in the last 
five years, it’s quite baffling. In my 
mind, the only thing missing are the 
brown shirts parading in the streets. 


What kind of role do you feel 
KMEDM or industrial music can 
play in the grand scheme of things? 
Konietzko: It would be preposterous 
to even assume that we can play a role. 
My philosophy is always that every 






structure has its weaknesses—often at 
the point that you least suspect. Like 
the way water drips and makes stone 
melt. All work needs to be done at the 
basis of things. The basis that is most 
necessary in the United States is edu- 
cation. People are just totally used to 
not educating themselves, they think 
it’s too much work, and flee into some 
form of consumerism and false hope. I 
think it’s important that people wake 
up; things that we do havea price, and 
someone will have to pay that price at 
some point. 

Cifarelli: I have to be honest; | really 
developed my political sense as a 
result of being in KMFDM.

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Transparente, Mariza’s recently 
released third album, was recorded 
in Rio with Brazilian cellist Jaques 
Morelenbaum, a composer, conduc- 
tor, and producer who is on speed- 
dial to the luminaries of the int- 
music scene, like Caetano Velaso, 
Milton Nascimento, and Ryuichi 
Sakamoto. Anyone who finds world 
music strangely neutered should 
take Transparente for a spin, since 
Mariza not only imbues it with a 
depth of feeling that would make 
Celine Dion combust, she colours 
the tunes with nuance that really 
demonstrates the reach of the genre. 
Impish on one track, imploring and 
cajoling on another, despairing on 
many—Mariza is a star fadista 
because she can conjure so much 
variation within the universality of 


fado, while evoking the form’s hum- 


ble roots and grand aspirations. 
She's at her best when truly soaking 
in misery, though, as on “Duas 
Lagrimas de Ovalho” (“Two Drops 
of Dew”), with lyrics that would 
give a hoodie-wearing emo geek a 
hard-on: “kill the past and smile/but if 
not go on/my mother told me/as she saw 
me weep for you...”

PERHAPS THE REASON MARK TEMPLETON 
work escapes the cerebral chill that descends 
over many electronic-based pieces not des- 
tined for the dance floor is the spirit of dis- 
covery he brings to their creation.

Templeton says that murkiness is deliber- 
ate.

“Dad?” He asks with a quick intonation, 
his voice widening before cracking into 
inevitable laughter. 

Over the phone, Daley's quick turns of 
phrase and cheerful amiability give credence 
to his reputation, as Entertainment Weekly 
once described him, of being a “philosopher- 
jester-gigolo.” 

Daley's intensely personal stories of sexu- 
al conquest and folly have propelled Aumos- 
phere into the upper echelons of indie hip- 
hop. His diary-like rhymes and piercing stare 
have also translated into one of the largest 
female fan bases in a genre that's often criti- 
cized for misogynistic rhymes. His appeal 
inspired persistent courting by nearly every 
major label on the books, until the group 


decided to forego corporate glories in 
favour of smaller scale fame. 

Daley, true to his philosophical nature, 
sees his group's ever-growing traction as a 
sign of socio-economic and cultural trends. 
The success of Atmosphere, in Daley's 
assessment, is the byproduct of the greater 
influence and interest that the bourgeoisie is 
having in underground music. 

“| think it’s another phase... the ‘haves’ of 
our times, of our culture, have got so much 
access to go and find themselves through 
art,” he explains. “You have a lot of kids 
coming from well-to-do families, who do 
have the time between the ages of 16 and 22 
to go and find themselves—and a lot of 
them do it through music, film, and art in 
general. And when you see a lot of bands 
such as mine getting larger, and knowing 
damn well that we have no business getting 
large when we're not following the normal 
mechanics to do it, it’s something that you 
can't really blame on us. You can blame it on 
the kids.” 

Not that he'd like to see his fan base 
whittled down to purists. He’s more than 
happy to hold onto his current level of suc-

cess that's allowing him to put more 
resources behind his Rhymesayers Entertain- 
ment label—a factor that was critical in 
Atmosphere’s eventual rejection of major 
label involvement, he concludes. 

“Where we're at right now is pretty 
much perfect... | think that working with the 
majors isn’t quite as evil as | thought it was 
when | was 20, but at the same time it’s not 
something | really want. If that’s the direction 
you're going to go, especially in rap, you're 
pretty much, you know, going to say: ‘I’m 
gonna see if you guys can make me fucking 
famous.’

Given A History of Violence’s warn- 
ings about appearances, it’s no won- 
der that David Cronenberg’s most 
seemingly mainstream movie since 
The Fly turns out to-be nearly as 
knotty and unsettling as his most 
notorious provocations. Don’t be 
fooled by the Hollywood pedigree, 
high-profile cast, or lack of imagi- 
nary orifices—the Toronto director's 
latest delves into the same psychic 
muck he’s explored as a filmmaker 
for nearly four decades. His typical- 
ly acute observations about identity, 
repression, and the human body 
give depth to a satisfying piece of 
entertainment that functions 
remarkably well as a western, a film 
noir, and a social comedy. Natural-

iis ENORMOUS EVENT, CELEBRATING 
its 30th anniversary this year, often 
reminds me of college..

But even if the Toronto Interna-

avel-gazing of Sundance. This is a 
‘celebration of diversity that only 
anadians could pull off, and fora 
eek the entire film world turns its 
eyes on Toronto. 


OVERCOOKED ATOM 
Movies about Johnny Cash and 
Bettie Page were among the big 
biopics this year, but the standout 
yas Capote, which follows the author 
he researches and writes In Cold 
Slood, a watershed “non-fiction 
novel” about four grisly murders in 
ansas in 1959. In the title role, Philip 
eymour Hoffman becomes some-

WHAT’S UP, DOCS? 

Not everything at the festival 
oozes profundity, of course: some- 
times you crave the cinematic equiv- 
alent of Cheez Whiz. In Sarah Silver- 
man: Jesus is Magic, the precious 
comedian performs musical num- 
bers and tells consistently offensive 
(and hilarious) jokes about blacks, 
Asians, anal sex, and herself. It’s a 
tamer Aristocrats, in which Silverman 
also appeared, though entirely given 
over to the ego of a self-described 
Jewish American Princess.

GET YOUR SOUVENIR 

As at any festival, some estab- 
lished auteurs (Ti 2 
Soderberg, Roman Polanski, Abel 
Ferrara) missed the mark, but others 
reached the top of their form. 

The Belgian brothers Jean-Pierre 
and Luc Dardenne (Le Fils) once 
again proved that mere survival can 
make for profoundly moving cine- 
ma. Set ina dreary Belgian steel 
town, L’enfant concerns a petty thief 
(the gifted young actor from La 
Promesse) who sells his newborn son 
for money, then spends the rest of 
the film searching for redemption. 
This film won the Palme D’or at 
Cannes. 

In the unexpectedly gripping 
thriller Caché, a married couple 
receives videotapes of their private 
lives from an anonymous source. 
Austrian director Michael Haneke 
(The Piano Teacher) eschews the music 
and far-fetched twists of the genre, 
letting his characters slowly unravel 
under the influence of an unrevealed 
voyeur. The result is a metaphysical 
menace more eerie than any crazed 
killer. 

The Sun, the third ina series about 
20th century dictators from Alexan- 
der Sokurov (Russian Ark), is a mas- 
terfully delicate portrait of Emperor 
Hirohito’s renunciation of his divine 
status following the Japanese surren- 
der.

PROOFS SHARP TONE OF ISOLATION 
greets us right away, with rain cas- 
cading in dark green and blue strips, 
reflecting in rivulets from the win- 
dows of the dimly lit house. As the 
camera draws in, we see someone 
flipping TV channels aimlessly in the 
dark; it’s Catherine (Gwyneth Pal- 
trow), sunk into the couch and look- 
ing deeply morose, sulking alone on 
her 27th birthday. 

The macro perfectly reflects the 
micro: Catherine’s mood is as 
soaked in a black singularity as is the 
house, and the rolling lines of rain 
seem only to keep her further 
anchored there. If this all seems a lit- 
tle maudlin—she is also drinking 
alone out of a bottle of cheap wine— 
you'll quickly learn that the prob- 
lems weighing on Catherine are no 
small beans. 

Her father (Anthony Hopkins), a 
revered mathematical genius whose 
sanity deteriorated in his last years, 
has just died. Catherine was 
extremely close to him, shared his 
fiery passion for mathematics, prob- 


ably inherited his genius, and spent 
five years prior to his death looking 
after him. Her own life and aspira- 
tions deteriorated: she dropped out 
of school, became lazy, miserable, 
mopey and unmotivated. 

From her conversation with one of 
her father’s students (Jake Gyllen- 
haal), who has come to look through 
his books, we soon learn that Cather- 
ine is wrestling with more than 
grieving. She doesn’t seem entirely 
stable and is being forced to face her

deepest fear—that she has also 
inherited her father’s insanity. Proof 
then starts to get really interesting, as 
it asks larger questions about ambi- 
tion and futility, trust and risk, and 
genius and insanity that are worth 
both intellectual mining and emo- 
tional examination.

Gimme Shelter (1970; Screens Fri, 
Sep 23, 10 pm) presents the flipside 
of the rock 'n’ roll movie coin, a 
stark, frightening account of the 
Rolling Stones’ 1969 American tour 
that infamously culminated ina free 
concert at the Altamont Speedway, 
where the Hell's Angels who were 
hired to provide security beat and 
stabbed an audience member to 
death in full view of the stage. The 
performances by the Stones, Jeffer- 
son Airplane, and the Flying Burrito 
Brothers are totally overshadowed 
by the feeling of dread that pervades 
the Altamont show—primarily from 
the aggressive, pool cue-toting bik- 
ers, but just as much from the feeling 
that so much of the 300,000-strong 
audience is colossally fucked up. 
Filmmakers Albert and David 
Maysles and Charlotte Zwerin 
deploy cameras through the crowd 
like combat photographers to detail 
the total breakdown of control as 
things go from bad to worse to, final- 
ly, worst, with Mick Jagger’s pranc- 
ing and platitudes from the stage a 
feeble response to the chaos break- 
ing out on all sides. 

But there's more to it than the con- 
cert—the Stones are well along the
